HIS PHYSIGIAM IN AHSRICi.

New York, June 14.— Amon? the 
pMsengen who landed iu New 
York SatnrdAj. on the steamer Va- 
lencia from Gabon porta, via Nassau. 
N. P., was Dr. H. W. Danforth of Mil- 
wankee, Wku who for (he pM( Ifi 
months hM Mn the pereonal phjuioian 
of the jnwident of the Onban repnblio, 
Salrador Oisneros, the maninis of Santa 
Laoia. The doctor is in the United 
States on a six months' leave of absence, 
having left Cuba on May 29 in a 16-foot 
boat for the island of New Providence. 
Aft«nrmQch safferlng and exposure he 
reached Naasaa. and there awaited the 
arrival of the Valencia. 

Aoooiding to Spanish report. Presi- 
dent OisndTOS died in FebroaiT last, and 
this "news" wai semi-offloIaUjr con- 
firmed in March bat But Dr. Danforth 
was with the president as late as April 
6 last) and had in his possession a letter, 
which h« showed to the representative 
of the Associated Press, dated April 29. 
fnm the president. The latter ia not 
only not dead, but when Dr. Danforth I 
left him he was full of quiet enthusiasm { 
and animated by the most couOdent ' 
feeling for the eventual snooess of the 
Cuban cause. I 

Dr. Danforth was asked to express an ' 
Qpinion as to the numerical strength of i 
the Ouban insurgents, being informed | 
that late advices from Cuba placed the 
number at 8.000 men. He said : j 

"It is difficult, if not impossible, to 
arrive at a correct estimate. Bat you 
can say that Cohans for a certainty have 
at least 80.000 to 116,000 today armed and 
in good shape. 

"The Cabans have not been idle dar- 
ing the last five years, they having been 
importing arms and ammanitiou right 
along. In brief the Cubans are fight- 
ing a desperate fight and are in a good 
condition to continue it. The Bpanish 
are also engaged in a despiTutc oonteat, 
but they are exhaasted or uliiidst so. 

"I certainly think the Cubans will 
succeed, not oy reason of numerical 
strength, for the Spaniards Imve about 
160,000 men in the field, but there is no 
question but thut the (yubaus will ulti- 
mately win. All their leaders are 
sworn not to give np until they are all 
dead. They are bound by oath to fight 
until the last, and they will do so. " 

"As to Spanish atrocities, what do 
you know of them of your own iiersonal 
kiiowledge?" Dr. Danforth was asked. 

"The position which I oox-upied with 
the insurKcnt forces necessarily pre- 
cluded my obtaining personal knowl- 
edge of the atrocities complained of. 
Kut iif the reports received at hend<iuar- 
ters there is absolutely no doubt of their 
existence. I remember one little inci- 
dent. It was last September. Some 
8,000 or 4,000 Spanish soldiers had been 
sent to relieve Cuscarro. In the fight 
which followed the Spanish column 
killed, among others, an insurgent cap- 
tain. He was to have been promoted 
the next day to the rank of major. 
When we secured his body it was a 
horrible siglit. Conipletely covered 
with bayonet wounds and machete cuts, 
hacked and stabbed with the most hor- 
rible and unnecessary cruelty. 

"Hut from gotxl sources 1 have heard 
and feel justified in asserting that laen, 
women and children have been most 
outrageously treated by the .Spaniards 
in nearly all the devastated parts of 
Cuba. Their homes have been Domed, 
their property destroyed, and they have 
been relegated to Weyler's 'zones of 
protection —zones of starvation is wliat 
they should be termed." 

"What, in your opinion, will be the 
next steps Iftkea of the Bpaniards in 
Caba?" 

"It is difficult to answer that ques- 
tion. Bat it ia to be presomed that 
Weyler will continue wandering about 
the island certifying to the pacification 
of th* provinces. According to reports 
oorrent in the island when J left tnere, 
Weylex wiU be recalled and Campos 
will be the man who will sncceed him, 
and he will be instructed broadly to do 
the beat he eui under the circomstances. 

"It is a Shjuhft," oontinoed Dr. Dan- 
forth, with en«rnr« "that United States 
citixens ore not more thoroughly pro- 
tected. As for tha Spaniards, why, 
they shoot first and inquire after as to 
the staiiduig of th$ m«ii Amwican or 
Oohan, and then they say he was shot 
by bis own friends. 

"When I left the uresident and his 
party they were all filled with hope and 
trusting in the United States. Should 
the United States intervene? Most 
emphatically, yes. 

"I sincerely hope that the United 
States will soon decide to recognize the 
belUserepoy of the Cubans." 

"How would that assist them?" 

"Why by giving the Cubans the 
to float their bondis and by com 
the Spaniards to treat their prisoners 
with some show of consideration. If 
the Cubans wore recognized as belliger- 
ents any Cuban taken prisoner would 
have a chance to be treated as a pris- 
oner of war." 

"What is the present condition of the 
Ouban insurgents?" 

"Their condition is satisfactory. It 
is troe they are hard pressed in the 
wovinces on account of want of rations, 
hut as a whole they are doing very 
well. In Santiago de Cuba there are 
no cattle, bnt plenty of vegetables and 
in the provinci r»f Puorto l^incipe there 
ia an abundance of cattle aud no vege- 
tables. In 8ania OhucA, on ttt« otheK

hand, there is plenty of everything and 
the saow holds good with the provinces 
of Matansas and Havana. In Pinar del 
Kio there are no cattle at all ; only vege- 
tables." 

"As to arras and ammunition? How 
are the Cubans situated iu that re- 
spect?" 

"Thev still want arms and ammuni- 
tion want them very badly."

Washix<jtov, .Tune 14.— The treasury 
department has received by reference 
from the secretary of state a commuica- 
tion from the Spanish minister to the 
effect that he has information that an 
important filibustering expedition is be- 
ing organized on the coast of Florida, 
and asks that steps be taken by the gov- 
ernment to frustrate it. No particulars 
were given, so that the only action tliat 
coald be taken by the department M-as 
to comnmnicate this information to all 
collectors and ma'^ters of the patrol fleet 
on the Florida coast with iiintrnction» 
to be on the alert to prevent the de- 
parture of any expedition. This has 
been done by telegraph. 

It devel(>ii< (i later that the department 
has specific information of thesliipment 
of arms and ainmnnition for what 
promises to b<> one of the most import- 
ant filibu.steriii).' cxpeditioiiN for several 
months. A carload of arms left ,Iack- 
sonvillc ]''riday morning by Florida 
Ea.-<t Coast railroad, aiul pas.^ed near 
Smyrna, soatliboiind. A second ( ar- 
load of rifles and dynamite left .Jack- 
sonville Saturday morning on the regu- 
lar frei^rlit train for the probable pur- 
pose of being trausferri d to so.ne ve-s-'l 
on the ea.st coast, probably tin; yacht 
"Valusia." wliicli has been i tipa;/rd to 
transfer these munitions from t le rail- 
ways to the vessel destined for Cuba. 
It is probable the vessel which will re- 
ceive theie arms will not eome close to 
shore. 

GENERAL LE E'3~ RE8IQNATtON. 

It Uaa lieen in the rr«»ldent's Uaad Kver 
MInaa the loaucuratloa. 

Havana. June 14. — General Lee, 
when shown a Washington dispatch to 
the effect that J. Frank Aldrlch of Il- 
linois would sliortly be aiipoinfed to 
succeed him as consul general here ex- 
pressed no surprise. 

General Lee s resignation has been in 
President McKinley's hands since the 
new administration first came into 
power. He has continued at his p<wt 
at the reqoest of Secretary Sherman, in 
order to give President McKinl«y time 
to more carefully consider th^ question 
of the appointment of his successor. 
Unless previously relieved General Lee 
will probably return to Virginia upon 
leave next month. Vice Oonsol Bpriagar 
remaining in charge. 

Invaatlsata OulMMr AAUiS. 

Madrid, June 14.— At a meeting of 
the dissident conservatives &itnrday, 

Senor Silvela, the leader of the party, 
declared that the Canovas ministry had 
signed the death warrant of parlia- 
mentary goveuiment. He earnestly 
adviH-ated an investigation into the real 
state of affairs in Cuba, the creation of 
a colonial army and the development 
of the material interests of the island, 
as wall as a rworm in its army. 

ANNEXA TipN~OF ~HAWAII. 

It WiU Ba OBf V^«f« of tb« HelUalar 
AdmlalBtratioB. 

Washinoton, June 14.— The annexa- 
tion of Hawaii to the United States 

will be one feature of the McKinlev ad- 
ministration. It is announced that im- 
mediately after the tantf bill passes the 
president will send to congiess a mes 
sage accompimied by a plan of annexa- 
tion of Hawaii to ths United States. 
This has been under serious considera- 
tion for some time. 

As to the method the j)resident will 
pnrsne in bringing annt.xation to tlie 
attention of congress, it is thought he 
will not submit a treaty for ratitic ation 
by the senate. This would require a 
two-thirds vote, which might nut be se- 
curf d. He will more probably send a 
message to both houses of congress 
recommending the ad(>ption of a joint 
resolution authon/ing the executive to 
effect annexation, a lourse very similar 
to that nsed when Texas was annexed. 

In this case, however, no war would 
follow, as did that with Mexico after 
the annexation of Texas. Hawaii is a 
free and iudependrnt^nation. and if she 
wants to become a part of the United 
Statw and Uncle Sam is willing, there 
is none to say her nay. The joint reso- 
lution will provide for a commissi(<n to 
arrange all the details of the annexa- 
tion. 

ASSAULTED AND ROBBED. 

Klne Masked Men Kob a Farui Ketidcnee

KASfiiLtO-H, O., June 14. — Nine 
masked men tatered the f^rm residence 
of the Render family, two and a half 
miles \v< st of this city, at II o'clock at 
night, during i\ tt rrific thiiinlerstorra, 
and robbed them of between <3,OjO and 
$4,C00. After having gained an en- 
trance they alarmed the family by loud 
cries of fir^. The family sprang from 
their beds, and ran down stairs. 

Mrs. Bioksecker, tha housekeeper, 
was the first to reach the scene, and 
was knocked insensible, bound and 
gagged, as were the other members of 
the family, all of whom aro aged people. 
At the pcdnt of a revolver the robbers 
forced the dSleat BOO to t«U where the 
mon( v was kept. Alitor swxurioff the 
b(Mity the robbers dnrre hastfly away. 
A bisier snfi'ered a nervous shock, and 
doubts of he r recovery afe en tertained.

Pari.s;, June 14. — An ntte.nipt was 
made yesterday to assassinate Felix 
Fanre, president of the French republic, 
while he was en ro^te to Long Champs 
to witness tha gvand piriz. While M. 
Fanre's ojurrlage vriw passing a thicket 
near La Cascade restaurant in the Bois 
de Bolojgne, a bomb, which subse- 
quently proved to he a piece of tubing 
'about six inches long and two inches 
in diameter, with a thickness of half an 
inch, charged with powdST ahd swan- 
shot, e^loded. 

No one was injured by the explosion. 
A man in the crowd, suspected as the 
prime mover, was arrested. He gave 
his name aa Gallet, and mode only 'he 
briefest replies to qoestious put to him 
by the police. Uallet sold he had no 
occupation bat resided at Levallers- 
Perret. He is believed to be insane, for 
he shouted as the carriage passed along 
so loudly as to attract general attention 
in the crowd. 

The police have also made another ar- 
rest, iu this case a youth, but it is 
thought probable that the actual culprit 
escaj^ed. 

The news of the attempt spread like 
wildfire through the city, and when M. 
Faure returned to the Elysee, the afreets 
along the route where it was known he 
would drive were crowded with people, 
who cheered him vociferously. 

The bomb was a clumsily made affair, 
to which u piece of fuse was atta<-hed, 
and the fuse was probably lighted by a 
paper fixed in the end of a stick as so<in 
as the head of the i)ror( s-ion c;inu' into 
view. The prrs.unption is that at the 
moment the fuse v\as li;^htt.'(l tlie culprit 
fled. and. in any case, the bomb could 
not have done much harm. 

In the thicket where tlie police found 
the remnants of the b<imb, they found 
also a pistol upon which was engraved 
the words "Mort A Felix Faure" and 
the names A l.sace- Lorraine and Cologne. 
Near the pistol was it small dagger 
bearing u similar tlireatening inscrip- 
tion, and a few feet away the police 
found u newsjMijer with a cartoon 
grossly insulting to the president. This 
ooittained an otl'ensive ins( ription hint- 
ing at the exfcution of M. Faure. 

Several persons have 8tate<i to the 
police that the moment the explosion 
occurred a man was seen tn run swiftly 
into the thicket, but reports of this 
character ore likely to be mere conjec- 
ture. 

This attempt on the life of M. Faure 
was made on the very spot where 
Berezowsky tned to shoot the czar 
while driving t<» the military raview at 
Long Champs in IK67, and where 
Fr.inrois, a lunatic, fired his reVOlT«r at 
M. i-'aure on .luly 14. last. 

On his arrival at the race course, M. 
Fanre was warmly <'ongratiilated on his 
escape by the (irand ljuke /ergius, M. 
hauotaux and other member of the 
cabinet. 

Some of the j)apers assert that Kous- 
teaux, the detective, accidentally saw 
the man who threw the bomb and grup- 
ple>l with him. but was iinabls to hold 
liim in the melee. 

It is rumored the prefeef of jioliee has 
information connecting tlie Paris an- 
archists with the outrage, t)ut it is gen- 
erally believ.ed that the act was the act 
of a mad nuut nther thaa that of a oob- 
spirator.

on blind tiger whisky, securetl a gun 
and atarted out to kill every person he 
met. The first ha came across hap- 
pened to be five negroes, three women 
and two children. The fiend shot them 
down and left them dead where they 
fell. He also shot at six other negroes 
who narrowly escaped. 

As soon as the bloody work of Sibley 
wa:, iliseovered, the most intense excite- 
ment iirevaile<l, and a mob was organ- 
ize(i to lynch the murdirer. Sibley 
took to the wo<Kis, carrying his shotgun 
with him, and at last a<'coiiiits the mob 
hud surroundtd him, and a bloody tight 
was imminent. 

Word comes from DeKalb that the 
she;'itl' of Kemper county lias gOOe to 
the scene with a large pussu.

INDIAN IN WAR DRESS. 

Olpfomaaj of tha OovaniaiaBt Agent tTaa 
All That Afertad Tr«ablalB Montant. 

WASiHi!roTO>r, June 14.— The Indian 
of!ic:> has received from Captain Stouch, 
the agent of the Tongue River reserva- 
tion, a detailed report of the recent 
trouble at the post resulting from the 
arrest of the Indian, Stanley, for the 
morder of settler Hoover. Tha raport 
was supplemented ijm telegram, stat- 
ing that TaUow Babe and Sam Crow, 
accomplices of Stanley, had been ar- 
rested and delivered to the oiyil anther- 
itiss. 9a adds that the Indiana are now 
qniat and at their homes. 

Captain Stooch's report indicates that 
the trouble was largely caused by the 
conflict between the state civil authori- 
ties and the federal effioers. While not 
a shot was fired, there was fear at one 
time that trooble would be precipitated 
if the sheriff and his posse were allowed 
to take the murderer. Captain Stouch 
declined to give him up in response to 
the demands of the sheriff and succeed- 
ed in avoiding a possible conflict. 

The young bruve who was accused of 
the murder had declined to surrender, 
and sent word to tlie agency that he 
would fight at 3 o'clock. After the In- 
dian custom, he decked himself in war 
dress and took station on a hill near the 
agency buildings, sending in his chal- 
lenge. 

Captain Stouch called the head man 
fogetlier and told them that he would 
not allow the duel, but that they must 
com,iel the brave to surrender. A large 
number of Indians hud gathered, and, 
in tiie opinion of the agent, it was pos- 
sible that a hght might incite them to 
take a hand. Several days afterward 
Stanley submitted to arrest, and was 
l(K'ked uji ill the reservation jail. It 
was then that the sht r.lf demanded his 
custody, and threatened to ha\e C.ip- 
tnin .*^to,ich arrest"d for mterfereuco. 
The Indian was fiiiaUy turned over to 
the shcrifl" and taken to Miles City. 

Captain i^toucli concludes his report 
with the recDainieiidation that two 
troops of caviilry be stationed at the 
agency, as the settlers are in a disturbed 
statw and the presnncf of the soldiers 
would tend to restore confidence. 



PROGRAM OF CONGRESS, 
flenalors Will D<f)>Bte tha Tariff BUI and 
CoBvraasmaB Will Ho Kothlsg. 
WASHLHOTOir, June 14.— The sugar 

schedule of the tariff bill is expected to 
continue to be the subject of considera- 
tion in the senate for the next day or 
two. The Hawaiian treaty and anti- 
trust .imendments are still to be dis- 
posed of, ana both will excite consider- 
able debate. With tha sugar question 
settled, the agricnltoral schedule, which 
has been partially considwed, will be 
again taken up, and will in time be 
followed by the tobaoco schedule if, in 
the meantime, the Bapnhlieans agree 
upon its provi^ons. 

The RepubUcan managers hope to 
dispose of the spirit and cotton scbedales 
during the week and possiUy to make 
lome progress with the hemp and flax 
provisions. There will be no great 
amoont of debate on either cotton or 
spirits. There was at one time talk of 
an attempt to add compensatory duties 
on cotton goods because of the duty 
fixed on raw cotton but this is under- 
stood to have been abandoned, if ever 
seriously contemplated. The Demo- 
crats do not find the present schedule 
objectionable except iu minor details 
and will uUow it to go through with 
but little discussion. 

The Republican managers now hope 
that the denote in the senate will be 
concloded within the next two wi-eks, 
notwithstanding less than one-third of 
the bill has leen gone over. They have 
secured an agreement with the Demo- 
crats that the sessions shall begin at II 
o'clock each day instead of 12 o'clock, 
after Wednesday next. 

The house probably will continue its 
policy of adjourning fronj Moiuia.v over 
to Thursday and from Thuraday until 
the following Monday. No busim ss 
will he done and the sessions will be 
merely per fnnctosy.

Washinoton, June 14. — PresidiMit 
Gompers and the other members of the 
executive council of the Anu r.can Fed- 
eration of Labor have sent a greeting 
on the immigration question to affiliated 
unions in order by this means to obtain 
the sense of ocganized labor on the im* 
migration question in its sevwal phasss. 
The greeting says : 

"Tlie siibj*"! rs has been divided in 
aacli a manner so that each member 
may have a fair opportunity to vote 
either in favor of or opposed to the en- 
tire subject of immigration restriction, 
or upon the measure and scope of such 
restriction. 

"Of coarse, those who are opposed to 
the restriction of immigraaon need 
give little attention to the manner by 
which restriction may be scoured, while 
those who are favorable to restariction 
ran folly disonss and decide as to the 
m chores of restriction. 

■■The following are the questions sub* 
mitted : 

"First— Does yoar organization favor 
amending the laws of the United States 
to restrict immigration more than it is 
now restricted? 

"Second— Does your organixation fa- 
vor a provision in the law guarding 
against criminal and pauper elements 
into the United States? 

'■Third— Should the forei^ consnlar 
service and our immigration depart- 
ment be entrosted with greater powers 
to enforce immigration laws ? 

'■Foorth— Should the violation of the 
alien contract labor law by employers 
be punishable by imprisonment? 

"Fifth — Shoold the steamship com- 
panies be held responsible for a term of 
years for the character of their pas- 
sengera ? 

"Sixth— Should a stricter civil and 
educational test be enforced as to qual- 
ification for naturali-iiationV 

"Seventh— Should every immigrant 

be compelled to declare his intention to 
become a citizen of the United .'^tate^ .' 

'■Wh:it other ]jrovision rioes your or- 
gan izatum favor and suggest, if any, 
to further tha lestrictiim of immigra* 
tion ? 

"Urgani/atioiis which oxpo<-t to bo

CYCLONE IN WEST VIRGINIA. 

Several People Injiiml and Conddernltle 
Dauaage Done In tliu Town of KIklaa. 

Wheeunu, June 14.— A severe cy- 
done struck the town of Elkins yester- 
day, and did considerable damage.

Bbooksvillb, Ky.. June IL— The to- 
bacco crop in this coiiiity will lie the 
smallest in years, t'nly about one-third 
of the prospective crop is out. Plants 
are plentiful, and the fanners are only 
waiting for a good season. The acreage 
will not be much more than half the 
acreage usually put out. The farmers 
are stocking their farms with cattle, and 
will i>av more attention to that industry 
in the future, there being no money in 
raisiog tobacco at ths low price it is now 
commanding. 

Mt. Sterling, Kv., June 11.— Inquiry 
among the tobacco growers of this i Mont- 
gomery) county develops that there will 
not be, at the highest estimate, over 75 
per cent, of the usual acreage planted 
this season. Growers generally have the 
ground they propose to plant in tobacco 
in very fine condition, but not over 10 
per cent, of the crop has been put out, 
and the .stand is very poor. Growers are 
wailing for a season, since there is but a 
comparatively small portion of the to- 
bacco land in thia county on which a ma- 
chine planter can be used to ailvantage, 
and there has been no good season thns 
far for hand planting. Plants are plenti- 
ful and in fine condition. In oider for 
this county's crop to be counted a factor 
in the market this year, we must have a 
good rain within the next week or ten 
days. No fresh land is Ix'ing devottd to 
tobacco, and the disposition of all farm- 
ers here seems to be to quit, or at least 
largely curtail, the crop in (ntare. 

A special from C]mthiana says: "The 

tobacco crop this year of Harrison 
County will hardly equal one-half of the 
enormous crop of last year. Up to the 
present time there has been no good sea- 
son, and the farmers do not seem to care 
whether they have a season or not 
Plants are very scarce, and there will be 
acres of lai^ that can not be cultivated 
on this aooo^t."

Company in ita circalar for the week haa

The tobacco market «tarted on Tuesdny with 
considerable animation, there in inn h di^ire (ui 
the part of spec ulatortt tu purchase. Hn<l witli ti.e 
demand from the manufacturers' buyers full 
prices were obtained. This catued some larger 
oBbrings on Wednesday, and with a strong com- 
petltton we considered the market the strongest 
of the year, especially for red tips and medium 
leaf. While tba lower grades were active and 
•ooe higber the advance Was not qnlte lo de- 
cided as on the othar gra^ Tba dtaiand for 
beat grades Is oonflned to a very fbw bnytrs, and 
they do not advance in proportion to tbe 
mediums. Offerings on Thursday ware not quite 
so large as Wednesday, and we ospeetad a vary 
Arm markeu There was an inclination to lower 
prices, however, as the speculators did not bid to 
liberally as they did on Wednesday and an ea«icr 
market was the result. The decline resulted in 
very light offerings on Friday, which caused itie 
market to rally some. 

The general fecliiig Is Ihiit our tobacco market 
must do ticMcr, and a good many are tioldiuK 
l)Hck for a I'dum, liut mir exiierlcnce in the pa.'-t 
has liceii that the long winded holders generally 
crawl out of the liitie end of the horn, and the 
tuccesslul di aler is the man who is salislied with 
a reasonable profU and aicepls the lir t opi>or- 
tunity. Almost eTer>' year we have M Mriihi; 
market in June, especially if the sbipnl•'nt^ are 
backward, but It most always dei lines a liule 
later, and the losses are made then by the holders 
waiting for higher prices. 

Reports from tbe country about the setting arc 
mora favorable, although we do not thiuk there 
will be any excess of an ordinary crop. This 
will probably bold the market up until It It pos- 
itively decided what the growth will be.
